ARMY FOR CUBA 


Adjt.-Gen. Corbin Says 50,- 


ooo Men Required. 


LARGE FORGE FOR PHILIPPINES 


But a Small Command Will be Left 


- • • for the Mainland-Military 


Problems are Serious. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Adjt. Gea. 


Corbin appeared today before the house 
committee on military affairs. His 
statements attracted unusual interest 
because of their direct reference to con- 
ditions in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines and the military require- 
ments on which the war department 
was acting. As to the need of an in- 
creased army, Gen. Corbin said that 
was a most serious proposition. He 
proceeded: 


"The Cuban evacuation commission 


has submitted a statement that in ord- 
er to- preserve order and restore order 
in Cnba it will require *he presence 
of an army of 50,000 men." "It is my 
recommendation," said Gen. Oorbin, 
"that the plan of sending troops to 
Cuba was based. It might -be found 
that 50,000 men would.not be absolute- 
ly requisite. But we are holding 60,000 
men in readiness to go if required." 


As to the Philippines, Gen. Otis in 


command there had recommended that 
25,000 men were required. In Porto 
Rico the officers in command there re- 
ported that the force now on hand, is 
about adequate lor requirements. It is 
about 6,000. 
That makes 81,000—50,000 for Cuba, 


25,000 for the Philippines and about 
6,000 for Porto Rico, leaving from an 
army of 100.000 men about 18,000 for 
reserves at 'home, 


"Do you think 50,000 for Cuba a con- 


servative estimate?" asked Mr. Jett, of 
Illinois. 
"I think It is," answered the General. 
"And (how long will that last?" asked 


Mn Hay. 
"I wish I could say," answered Gen. 


Corbin, "But no man can say. You 
cannot view conditions in Cuba as yon 
can 4n:Ohio. For. 100 years the people 
there have been accustomed to be ruled 
by force. The officers there fear -that,

Dewey Will Not Talk of 


Philippine Future. 


FRIENDLY FEELING IS GROWING

MANILA, Dec. 16.—Rear Admiral 


Dewey, when the correspondent of the 
Associated Press called on him today, 
was courteous and pleasant, but abso- 
lutely declined to discuss the political 
situation in the Philippines, on the 
ground that .his sphere was purely nav- 
al. He then proceeded to cross-ex- 
amine the correspondent about every- 
thing ashore. He was glad to learn 
that the Insurgents were releasing the 
sick Spanish soldiers they held as pris- 
oners, notwithstanding* Aguinaldo's 
grandiloquent refusal to do so. This 
proves that the insurgents are very 
conciliatory, in spi£& of their defiant 
talk. Admiral Dewey always believed 
that the insurgents were friendly, es- 
pecially since the warships of our fleet 
have visited the different ports of the 
islands, and since some of our officers 
have made tours inland, carefully in- 
vestigating popular sentiment and ju- 
diciously preaching the gospel of a 
peaceful settlement everywhere, with 
highly satisfactory results. A few in- 
fluential Filipinos, in ambition for 
self-advancement, are clamoring for 
Independence, though unable to realize 
its true meaning. 


They are utterly ignorant of the dif- 


ference between the name and reali- 
ty. Agitators here invariably admit 
they would be Unable to stand with- 
out American protection, but in. spite 
of this, they continue their meaning- 
less outcry for independence and may 
possibly create trouble. Admiral Dew- 
ey, however, believes this to be im- 
probable at the present juncture, 
though every trifling incident counts. 
However, every day that passes with- 
out a conflict means so much gained, 
because friendly feeling is steadily in- 
creasing, the incipient roughness dis- 
appearing and agitators are weakening. 
The newspapers. of Manila are doing

neous publications of conciliatory ar- 
ticles printed in Spanish and in Eng- 
lish. This course Is looked upon as 
being certain to eliminate the friction 
which has existed here. 


The admiral is greatly interested in 


the movement among the American 
volunteers to obtain their discharge 
here and engage in pioneer enterprises. 
He believes there is a practically un- 
limited field for planters, farmers and 
miners here, as to the suggestion that 
if the natives prove to be obstreperous, 
perhaps they might be handed over to 
Germany or other ungentle land- 
grabbers, the admiral said he be- 
lieved the Germans now have en- 
tirely abandoned their designs in 
the Philippine islands, though for- 
merly, he said, the German attitude 
here had cause him indescribable anx- 
iety. According to recent information 
received here, Filipinos insurgents are 
endeavoring to maintain a brave show 
for the purpose of securing the best 
terms possible from the Americans. 
It is the opinion of our admiral that 
it would be advisable for the United 
States to pay the Insurgent troops their 
arrears of wages. The whole amount 
would be a comparatively trifling sum, 
and the payment of the troops would 
have a valuable effect, and may save 
incalculable trouble. 
Admiral Dewey 


was strongly convinced that the Fili- 
pino Insurgents deserve acknowledg- 
ment. He Is a believer in the prac- 
ticability of liberal measures in the 
direction of local autonomy. 


Regarding the possibility of interna- 


tional complications. Admiral Dewey 
said: 
"Prior to the arrival of the 


monitors I felt uneasy, but now I am 
ready to hold this position against the 
whole eartfc."

THE SAILOR DROWNED.

Nakookoo, one of -the crew of the 


steamer Iwalani, was drowned at Ki- 
lauea, Kauai, December 22nd. The .boot 
which he was in upset and the sailors 
with much difficulty, Nakookoo being 
among them, ewam to a sand spit, 
where they were secure. In the strug- 
gle through the 'breakers Nakookoo 
had lost this hat and insisted on again 
making out to eea for it. He plunged 
into the surf, which was boiling around 
the spit, and never came to the surface. 
It is supposed he was covered with the 
sand with which the water was thick 
at the time and could not make head- 
way. 
Search was made for the body 


but of no avail. 


Nakookoo has been a .sailor for the 


W-ilder's Company for the past seven 
years, only leaving them a few weeks 
ago to sign with the Inter-Island Com- 
pany's steamer Iwalani. He was many 
years wltih. the Klnau and considered 
one of the most skillful of the men in 
swimming through the -breakers. The 
water around the Hawaii coast "was 
deep, however, and 'he had no treadt- 
erous eands to encounter, which prob- 
ably in the end cost him his life.

This apprehension has been 
caused by an incomplete examination 
made by naval constructors aa»d divers, 
which showed that the keel is buckled 
for two hundred and forty feet, and 
the frames are twisted In about seven- 
teen different places In that distance.

Lengthening of Three Wharves Ad 


vocated—Government Control. 


To Relieve Pressure. 


(From Saturday's Advertiser.) 


There was a good attendance for the 


Chamber of Commerce meeting held yes- 
terday to hear the report of the commit- 
tee appointed to draft a series of harbor 
improvement recommendations for the 
consideration of the Government. The 
document was produced at once and was 
a, paper in regular business style. In its 
entirety it cannot be published till it has 
reached Capt. King-, Minister of the In- 
terior. These are the points: 
That Nuuunu wharf be extended 200 feet 
into the harbor. 
That Sorenson wharf be extended 100 
feet into the harbor. 
That Klnau wharf be extended 30 feet. 
That dredging for a new sfip near Pa- 
cific Mail dock be continued. 
That a second dredger be installed by 
the Government at once. 
That 
the 
Government 
control all 
wharves. 
That the Government bring to a deter- 
mination so soon as practicable all legal 
actions against private parties in which 
water front land is Involved. 
That the Government build wharves at 
Umekiln point. 
There was not a great deal of discussion 
on the report. All recognized that it had 
been prepared most carefully and that its 
provisions were calculated to relieve the 
pressure upon the harbor in the best way 
that can be devised at present 
The re- 
port was adopted unanimously 
It will 
be sent to the Government today There 
uas some expectation that attention 
would be called to the private wharfage 
of Allen & Robinson, but it was deemed 
wise to omit any suggestion on individual 
holdings if such suggestion would be in 
the line of causing litigation. The plan 
that has been adopted is very like one 
thaat was recommended by Capt. King, 
the minister of the Interior, some months 
ago. For that reason it Is believed all the 
recommendations will meet with the ap- 
proval of the Cabinet. There has been 
talk for some time that a second dredger 
was required. The one in use at present 
is often called from harbor enlargement 
work to deepen anchorage that tills from 
the Nuuanu stream and from sand drift- 
big, it is realized that fhere must be 
another dredger here in time anyhow to 
make the Pearl Harbor channel avail- 
able. 
Said one of the shipping men after the 
meeting yesterdaj . 'if the Government 
will do at once what is recommended, we 
can get along fairly well during the ap- 
proaching sugar season To lengthen the 
•wharves referred to should be the work 
of but a few weeks. This will greatly re 
Iteve the pressure As it Is now the har- 
bor is simply jammed 1'ke a railroad 
yard In a. wheat coutur\ during the busy 
season. Unless operations are inaugu- 
rated without delay and pushed to a fin- 
ishing point, there w ill be great delay 
and enormous loss to all the plantations 
and the whole shipping interest. We have 
purposely avoided recommendations that 
would in any way make matters complex. 
The course pointed out is a simple and 
easy one and we have a firm belief that 
it will be followed. The Government has 
the men and the money and it cannot be 
Insensible to the needs of the shipping

Trade Income Would Not 


Cover the Expenses 


NEW YORK, Dec 2.—The World's 


Washington 
special 
says: 
Senator 


Hale of Maine, one of the most pro- 
nounced Republican anti-expansionists 
in Congress, who is expected to lead 
the fight against the treaty, tonight 
dictated this statement for the World: 


"The negotiation of the treaty, un- 


f^rtunate as it Is, by no means insures 
the actual annexation of the Philip- 
pine Islands. It is uncertain -when the 
treaty •will be signed or when it will 
be submitted to the Senate, and still 
more uncertain whether or not it will 
ever be ratified. The entire trade of 
the islands, if -we had it all—not the 
profit derived from it, but the whole 
amount of trade—will not in any year 
pay the expense of the army and navy 
that the United States will be obliged 
to maintain there. 


"The people will see at once sprung 


upon Congress the proposition for a 
standing army of 100,000 men, costing 
yearly more than $100,000,000, and a 
naval increase of from $15,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 a year in addition, all of 
which must come by levy of taxation. 
Not only will no war tax be repealed, 
but the present tax must be increased. 


"The people of the Pacific coast will 


find out that if we admit eight or ten 
millions of Malaya, Tagals and 
Ne- 


gritos to become a part of our popu- 
lation and to have some or all of the 
privileges of citizenship, we must nec- 
essarily give to the Chinese who are 
already in the country the same priv- 
ileges."

Dr. M. C. Ashley, assistant surgeon 


of the First New York Volunteers, re- 
turned 'home Saturday night from Ho- 
nolulu. 
> 


Surgeon Ashley, who has beea ill 


since September 15 with typhoid fever, 
showed the effects 'of his illness and 
was much fatigued by the long journey. 
Dr. Ashley said that he at one time 
never expected to return to Middle- 
town. He was taken ill September 16, 
but did not give up until October 1, 
when he was removed to the residence 
of Majr Morse, the Division Surgeon. 
He remained there until Ootdber 5, 
when he was placed in the military 
'hospital and later in the Queen's hos- 
pital, where he remained until he was 
convalescing, when he was taken to 
the home of Mrs. E. K. Wilder, at her 
request, and where he received every 
attention. 


Dr. Ashley stated that when he left 


Honolulu there was a great deal of 
sickness, principally old cases, as new 
cases were decreasing. The Govern- 
ment had leased a residence on the 
side of the mountain as a hospital and 
the change had been very beneficial to 
the sick. 


Dr. Ashley is very loud in his praise 


of the hospitality of the white citizens 
of Honolulu. They have given dinners 
to 25,000 American troops who have 
stopped at the island on their way to 
Manila, and there is scarely a house 
of a white resident in which there is 
not one or more convalescent soldiers 
being cared for. 


During Dr. Ashley's illness he lost 


39 pounds, but Is now regaining his 
weight very rapidly. 


One of the physicians who attended 


Dr. Ashley during his illness was Dr. 
Chas. B. Cooper, a 
former 
Orange 


county boy, who is now located there 
and has a fine practice. 


Honolulu, he continued, is a delight- 


ful spot, and when one becomes accli- 
mated there is no danger of sickness, 
in fact, the most of the sickness among 
the men was due to their own lndiscr&- 
UOD, in eating fruits, etc. It is a most 
desirable place to live. 


The one great trouble is that it fe 


shut off from communication with the 
outside world, news from the States 
being received only once in ten days 
or two weeks. This was a change 
which the members of the regimfeflfc, 
who having lived where they were in 
touch with all that transpired in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, and were in 
the habit of reading their newspapers 
twice a day, could not accustom them- 
selves to and they became disgusted 
with their lot.

.Early Abandonment of Neutrality. 


.Dole Government Was Keen to 


Assist United States. 


'The existence of the treaty o( annex*.- 


•tion between the United States and Ha- 
waii, fully executed on the part of H*- 
wall but unexecuted and In abeyance on 
the part of the United States, caused 
much discussion In President Dole's Cab- 
inet as to the relations of the two coun- 
tries In the event of a Spanish-American 
war. 


So long as Congress had not declared 


war, the discussion was tentative and 
speculative. 
The press of the city paid 


alight attention to the matter. 


On the 14th of April, eleven days before 


Congress declared war against 
Spain. 


President Dole addressed to Mr. F. M. 
Hatch, Hawaiian Minister In Washington, 
a. letter on this subject, of which the fol- 
lowing Is a portion: 


"Honolulu, H. I., 14th April, 1898. 
"Dear Mr. Hatch: 
"In relation to the prospect of war be- 
tween the United States and Spain, this 
Government would be pleased to receive 
suggestions from the Washington Gov- 
ernment in regard to our attitude toward 
the United States and Spain in case of 
war." 


This letter was followed by another, 


dated April 30th, seven days before news 
of the declaration of war was received In 
this place. The following1 Is an extract 
from it: 
"Honolulu, 30th April, 1898. 
"Dear Mr. Hatch: 
"We, of course, are deeply interested In 
.the fact of war existing between, the U. 
.S. and Spain. Would be glad to aid the 
.authorities of the U. S. in some way. If 
you see your way to it, I should be glad 
to have you convey to the President my 
sympathy for him In the serious -respon- 
sibilities which the Spanish question has 
placed upon him." 


On the 7th day of May news of the 


actual declaration of war by Congress on 
the 25th of April, was received by the 
steamer Rio de Janeiro. Up to this time, 
although it was generally believed that 
war was Inevitable, the attitude of Ha- 
waii towards the belligerents was care- 
fully discussed by President Dole and bis 
Cabinet. 


The situation was embarrassing-, in this 


.respect, that the Republic of Hawaii had 
acted promptly in ratifying the treaty of 
annexation with the United States, and 
Congress, either by the action of the Sen- 
ate alone, or by the Joint action of both 
Houses, could, in no longer a period of 
time than was required to record the 
votes, make Hawaii a part of the United 
States. 
The question of declaring neutrality, or 
abandoning it in favor of an open alli- 
ance with the United States;' Was consid- 
ered by the Government, but as notice of 
the .declaration of war was not received 
.until May Tth, no action could be taken. 
One of the important features of the dls- 
cusslon was, whether or not an alliance 
with the United States would not embar- 
rass that country in some way. The 
prudent course to pursue was to wait 
until President McKInley had made some 
suggestions in reply to President Dole's 
letter of April 14th. 
The Bulletin, a local annexation journ- 
al, published on the 6th of May, four 
days before neutrality was abandoned, 
interviews with leading citizens on the 
question of neutrality. The majority of 
the citizens interviewed were "annexa- 
tionlsts" and loyal Americans. These in- 
torviews are republished herein. Although 
the Government had been discussing for 
some days the matter of abandoning neu- 
trality, and President Dole was waiting 
for some response from the Government 
In Washington to his letter addressed to 
Mr. Hatch on the 14th of April, the pop- 
ular feeling among "annexationists" was 
that 
the 
Government 
should 
re- 
main 
neutral. 
In 
no case, 
how- 
ever, 
did 
the 
annexationista, 
either 
as individuals or as a party, nor 
did any body of American citizens in any 
manner whatsoever suggest or urge the 
Government to abandon neutrality up to 
the time news of the declaration of war 
was received on May Tth. And after that 
•time until the Government sent, on the 
10th 
of May, three days later, the letter 
and despatch offering an alliance with 
the United States, neither did the annex- 
ation organization, or any persons repre- 
senting that body, nor, did any Ameri- 
can permanently 
residing here, 
take 
enough "Interest in the matter of aban- 
doning neutrality to suggest or urge the 
•Government to abandon It. The American 
Minister, Mr. Bewail, was in favor of 
abandoning It. 


At this time the draft of a law, pre- 
pared by the representatives of the Re- 
public In Washington, and approved by 
high officials of the American Govern- 
ment, was received by President Dole. 
This law, if enacted by the Hawaiian Leg- 
islature, would have given President Mc- 
KInley the authority to raise the Ameri- 
can flag on these Islands, and use them 
for war purposes. President Dole and his 
Cabinet felt that If it was enacted it 
would be Inoperative for f»everal reasons, 
and might delay annexation indefinitely. 
They also discovered on approaching 
members of th? Legislature that the pro- 
posed law could not be passed, although 
It would be a practical abandonment ol 
neutrality. In the event or war. Citlrent 
and political bodies took BO little lnt*rfr»t 
In the matter that the prwtf paid it little 
attention. The Bulletin, an "annexation1 
journal, declared that the proposition In- 
volved In the Isw.

from 
by President Dole, in 
>rlvate, and not assented to by any 
{ 
member of the Government. As this jour- ] 
nal did not ask for, and never had any 
confidential relations with the Govern- 
ment it expressed lt» own views without 
any reference to Government opinion. 
The notice of actual war was received 
at this place on May Tth. On May 10th, 
three days later, and by the very next 
outgoing steamer, President Dole ad- 
dressed to Mr. Hatch the following let- 
ter: 


Honolulu, May 10th, 1898. 
Dear Mr. Hatch: 
By this mail a telegram will be sent 
you In regard to a proffer of our support 
to the American Government in the ex- 
isting- hostilities -with Spain. 
I have as yet received no reply to my 
letter of April 14th expressing a desire to 
have suggestions from the American Gov- 
ernment as to our attitude In the pending 
hostilities. 
Under the circumstances we feel at a 
loss as to the course we should pursue. 
While we have no thought of proclaim- 
ing a state of neutrality, we recognize 
the possibility that an outspoken adher- 
ence to the fortunes of the U. 8. might 
for the time being be an embarrassment 
to that country in some way or other, 
as for instance, causing an increase of 
its war responsibilities. 
We feel that it Is desirable for this Gov- 
ernment to follow a definite and consist- 
ent course under the circumstances, and 
that there should be no unnecessary de- 
lay In the matter. 
We have therefore decided to forward 
the telegram mentioned, Instructing you 
to confer with the President of the U. S. 
and ascertain if possible what action he 
would like to have us take, and if he ex- 
presses a definite desire, looking to a 
treaty of alliance, you are authorized to 
negotiate such treaty. 


Of course the assistance which 
this 
overnment can afford to the U. S. under 
the circumstances may be slight, yet it 
Is of a character that may be important. 
The obvious items would be: asylum for 
American armed ships and prizes in our 
ports, privilege of refitting and provis- 
ioning armed ships and prizes, privilege 
of maintaining a coal supply on shore and 
the privilege of recruiting soldiers and 
sailors In our territory. 
BesMe the guarantees of protection on 
the part of the U. S. in such a treaty, I 
lave no suggestion to make as at present 
advised. 
Very sincerely, 
(Sig.) 
SANFORD B. DOLE. 


President Dole did not even wait for 
any reply to his lette addressed to Mr. 
Hatch on April Kth aiding him to obtain 
suggestions from President McKinley as 
to the attitude that Hawaii should take. 
While the two representative journals of 
the annexation political parties had eith- 
er remained indifferent, or as it was in 
the case of the Bulletin, had declared 
against any alliance with the United 
States, unless It was backed up by the 
presence of a "strong squadron, and the 
Advertiser had differed with the Govern- 
ment in its view of the matter, the Gov- 
ernment acted with such celerity that 
only three days after the news of the 
declaration of war was received It for- 
warded by the first outgoing steamer, an 
offer of alliance. 
On the 18th of May, 1898, Mr. F. M. 
Hatch, Minister in Washington, sent th» 
following dispatch to the Foreign Office 
of Hawaii: 


The President appreciates highly the 


offer of Hawaiian 
Government. Will 
communicate wishes as 
circumstances 
arise.". 
President McKinley, in response to 
President Dole's request for suggestions 
regarding neutrality, contained in his 
letter of April 14th, made no reply immed- 
iately to Mr. Hatch. The request was too 
promptly made, and premature. 
President McKinley finally accepted the 


offer of alliance, without submitting it 
to the Senate, and within a short time 
American troops en route to Manila were 
landed here, 
Here the historical sketch closes. 
On the 12th of August, upon the occa- 
sion of the formal transfer of these 
Islands to -the United States, Mr. Harold 
M. Bewail, the American Minuter charged 
with the duty of. assisting Admiral Jos. 
N. Miller in conducting the 
ceremony, 
took occasion in bis capacity as Minister, 
to deliver an address on that occasion. 
He addressed the audience as "Fellow 
Countrymen," and alluded to their ac- 
tion In the abandonment of neutrality as 
follows: 
"You refused 
to listen 
to 
the suggestions of the selfish and timid, 
and at your peril, offered up all that these 
Islands had to offer as a sacrifice on the 
altar of devotion to a country you had 
no right to call your own." These re- 
marks were regarded by many as Ill- 
timed, impertinent, and not in accord- 
ance with the facts. 
Before this event Mr. Sewall announced 
himself as a candidate for the highest 
office in the territory, whatever it might 
be called. He was supported by a com- 
mittee of the Annexation party, without 
any reference of the matter to the Indi- 
vidual members of the party. President 
McKinley, however, continued President 
Dole in office until Congress should pass 
an organic law for the government of 
the Islands. 


After this appointment was made, Mr. 
Sewall announced himself as a candidate 
for the office of Governor, as soon as 
Congress should create the office. 
The Bulletin, a local journal, became at 
once his recognized mouthpiece. It was 
the same journal that had denounced the 
proposition to- allow President McKinley 
to use these Islands for war purposes, at 
the moment when President Dole had of- 
fered an alliance to the United States. 
That journal, ignoring- Its pronounced 
stand against the abandonment of neu- 
trality on May 10th, began a campaign 
of abuse against President Dole for not 
having abondoned neutrality at once, al- 
though it was done three days after the 
receipt of the news declaring war. The 
action of the Government, the letters of 
President Dole, were readily accessible. 
But either of Its own motion, or more 
probably Inspired by its candidate, Mr. 
Sewall, It has commented upon President 
Dole's course as one that was "cowardly." 
"cringing," 
"shifting," "a 
neutrality 
record of cowardice and treason." 
In the foregoing sketch the writer has 
relied upon documentary evidence to the 
largest extent. In order to avoid contro- 
versies regarding opinions spoken only, 
and liable to be misrepresented or for- 
gotten. Any comment on the event* If 
carefully avoided. It IB-- Intended to be 
a presentation mainly of facti which are 
proved by documents or personal knowl- 
edge. 
In order to nhow the attitude of an- 
nexatlonlsU here on the question of 
neutrality, the Interviews published on 
May 6th are now republlghed. Thene do 
not contain a ulngle declaration in favor 
of abandoning neutrality:

If notice of 
neutrality were given it would simply 
warn Spain to keep her hands off. Do not 
think it would have any effect on. an- 
nexation. 
P. C. Jones: Think we had better not 
meddle. Let things stand as they are. 
Don't hamper or embarrass the United 
States Government now that she has bar 
hands full. 
Stand by her and 
take 
chances. 
J. G. Spencer: Does not think It ad- 
visable for this Government to take any 
action at present. Wait for news as to 
what the other nations are doing. 


Rep. 
McCandless: Says he thinks we 
should stand as we are. That there is 
no need of declaring that we will be 
neutral. 
Cecil Brown: Stand as we are. 
We 
have no official notification of a state of 
war and should take no action in the 
premises. 
W. W. Hall: The President should pro- 
claim our neutrality. It would preclude 
any possibility of trouble. Do not think 
It would have any effect on annexation. 


Geo. 
H. Paris: No. Why should the' 
President proclaim neutrality when he 
has not the power to enforce It? The. 
President cannot do It, because he has 
signed a treaty offering the country for 
annexation to the United States. 
Samuel C. Allen: Of course be should 
proclaim neutrality. 
What else can he 
do? Put it down as strong as you Hke. 
Some of the people who talk about tak- 
ing the chances will change their tun« 
when they see the Spanish cruisers heav- 
ing In sight. 
B. F. Dillingham: I -think we should 
wait until the necessity for 
declaring 
neutrality be proved. 
J. S. Martin: .With all the power that 
President McKinley has proved he pos- 
sesses in this emergency, I believe he 
could have taken the present as an op- 
portunity for rushing annexation. Since 
he has not done so thus far, I would say 
we ought to act as if strictly Independ- 
ent. 
We would do better for this country 


If we did not do so much waiting on 
Washington. That cable matter, for in- 
stance, should be pushed, even if we have 
to hold mass meetings. 
N. Emmet May: This Government can- 
not declare its neutrality under the ex- 
isting conditions. It would be the death 
of annexation. 
Senator Henry Waterhouse: There has 
been no official notice to this Government 
of war. Nothing can be done until the 
notification is received. Then will be 
the time for consideration of the matter. 
John Ena, Councillor of State: Until 
this Government IB officially notified that 
war exists, it should take no action. 
When tbe notification comes It Is time 
enough to declare our neutrality. 
J. B. Atherton: It is my opinion that 
this Government should declare its neu- 
trality as soon as official notification ol 
war Is received. I do not think it would 
affect annexation. 
Several gentlemen were out when th« 
reporter called at their offices. 


The following are extracts 
from 
the 
Bulletin, an annexation journal, and now 
Mr. Sewall's organ, regarding the propo- 
sition to offer the Islands to President 
McKinley, made, on May 9th and 10th, 
the date of President Dole's abandon- 
ment of neutrality. 
"Viewed from the Hawaiian point of 
view, the proposition contained in the 
Hawaiian Legislature looks decidedly pe- 
culiar. Unaccompanied by a pledge of 
actual protection when the Islands should 
by the measure be brought into the ac- 
tual sphere of war, it la asking our de- 
fenseless government to assume a very 
grave responsibility. 
Such a proposition 
should indeed have been brought here 
by a strong squadron that would stay by 
It. Then the Government would and Its 
supporters would no more than prwve 
their fidelity to the cause of annexation 
by casting the country's lot in the time 
of trial with the great Republic. 
It is reassuring to find that the Govern- 
ment is pursuing with the greatest <»a^ 
Won the qneet of what is Its proper couwe 
in connection with tfce war between the 
United States and Spain. The relations 
between the United States and the Ha- 
waiian Islands hitherto have been such 
as to Invest the subject witn no small 
difficulty. 
Messrs. Hatch and Thurston 
do no credit to their judgment for their 
action in promoting a scheme of initia- 
tive on the part of this Government, 
which is quite liable to procure Irretriev- 
able mischief, first, for this country at 
the present time, and, secondly, for the 
cause of annexation after peace has been 
restored. 
Those gentlemen must really 
have lost their senses. As a member of 
the Cabinet is elsewhere reportd as say- 
ing Hawaii has done everything legit- 
imately within her powers to promote 
actual union. Our destiny rests In the 
hands of the United States. How dare 
this helpless and defenseless little coun- 
try now try to force the hands of that 
great nation, by throwing the burden of 
Its protection upon her after her plans 
have been matured and put into opera- 
tion for war with another nation? Ana 
If the United States should treat the im- 
pertinence as It deserved, where would 
little Hawaii be under certain not remote 
contingncles of the conflict? Our wise 
men at Washington would seem to have 
not learned any International law 
in 
their enlightened sphere.

and leave no loop hole for judicial con-

ceeding, and the poor emigrant is not 
able to make it 


On November 21st, a female immi- 


grant from Strasburg, Germany, was 
refused admittance, in the port of New 
York, by the Immigrant Commissioner, 
on the ground that she was likely to 
become a 
public charge. She was 


brought before Judge Lacombe, one of 
the ablest of the Circuit judges of the 
Federal courts The Judge said that he 
could not overrule the decision of the

course of his speech today, President 
MeKintey said: 


"The majority of the people of this 


country, I fully believe, have made up 
their minds to retain all of those coun- 
tries that the providence of God has 
delivered into our hands. The Ameri- 
can people are not fools, to be misled, 
nor are they cowards, to be scared by 
euch statements. This is not a matter 
of politics, but of ipatriotism, not a 
question of supporting this adminis- 
ttfetkm ,but of sustaining the Govern- 
ment in an honest effort to secure th« 
fall fruits of -the <*ar. 
'-*Tfie United Slates "hks never y«t 
added a foot of new territory but what 
glorious results have followed. W« 
could have avoided all the difficulties 
that lie across the pathway of the na- 
tion if a few months ago we had coldly 
ignored the piteous appeals of the 
starving and oppressed inhabitants of 
Cuba. If we had blinded ourselves to 
the conditions so near our snores and 
turned a deaf ear to our suffering 
•neigbJbors, the issue of territorial ex- 
pansion m the Antilles and the East 
ladies would not have been raised. 
But could we have justified such a 
course? Is there anyone who woniW 
declare another to have been the bet- 
ter course, wCth less humanity and lesi 
courage on our part? The Spanish flae 
instead of the Stars and Stripes would 
still be floating at Cavlte, at Ponce and 
at Santiago, and a chance in the race 
of life would be wanting to millions of 
human beings, who today call this na- 
tion noble, and who, I trust, will live 
to call it blessed 


"Thus far we have done our supreme 


duty. Shall we now, when victory, won 
In wars, is written in the treaty of 
peace, and the civilized world apDlaudt 
and waits in expectation, turn timidly 
away from the duties imposed upoa th« 
country by its own great deed«? And 
when the mists fade, and we see with 
clearer vision, may we not go forth re- 
joicing in the strength which has boen 
employed solely for humanity, and al- 
ways been tempered with justice and 
mercy, confident of our ability to m«et 
the exigencies which await us, confi- 
dent our course is one of duty, and our 
cause that of right?" 


ATLANTA, Ca.. Dec. 12.—Justin Mc- 


Carthy, who is in America lecturing in 
the interest of Ireland, and who spoke 
in Atlanta on "The Victorian Age of 
Literature," 
has been snubbed and 


criticized by Atlanta Irishmen because 
of his views favoring aa Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance, expressed in his lecture 
on Saturday night, when he declared 
himself in favor of such an alliance. 
Today many leading Irishmen of this 
city are severely criticizing the visi- 
tor. It was proposed to honor Mr. Mc- 
Carthy at a, banquet in Atlanta, but 
Irishmen put on the committee of ar- 
rangements have refused to serve, giv- 
ing as a reason that no true friend of 
Ireland can favor an English alliance 
with the United States. The banquet 
and other entertainments have accord- 
ingly been called off. The incident has 
stirred the Atlanta Irisn colony to the 
greatest pitch. 


Mr. McCarthy addressed an immense 


audience at the Grand opera house 
where his utterances were enthusias- 
tically received by Americans, 
but 


coldly listened to by many Irish people 
in the house 
Among other things he 


said: 


"I am an advocate of a close friend- 


ship and an understanding between the 
two great English-speaking countriei 
of the world. I believe that it would 
be a good thing for the world. The 
people of England are friendly towart 
the United States. Even the war o 
the American revolution was a war 
of a ministry, and not of a peopl 
against the colonies. The Earl of Cha 
tham and his associates represented 
the feelings of England at that time 
and it was the stubbornness and mad 
ness of the King and his closest ad 
visers which led England into wa 
with her colonies. 
If the two coun 


tries form an alliance, they will shape 
the destinies of the world. The influ 
ence of American free institutions wll 
be felt in England, and will aid bom 
rule for Ireland."

RET. MR. OSBOME IS BACK, 
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1 Thv Rev. John Usborne, who came down from Canada to serve on 
the staff of the Bishop of Honolulu and who in a few months cut away 
from the Rt. Rev. Alfred and started St. Clement's Mission in Punahou, 
Is again In Honolulu. He is back to the Islands after attending the Epis- 
copal Congress of the United States at Washington, D. C. The Rev. 
Mr. Usborne is a man of education, training and has a large amount of 
Independence, most likely commingled with a degree of combativenees. 
With It all he Is a sturdy churchman and puts the work of his life as 
a clergyman ahead of any other consideration. When Rev. Mr. UB- 
bornt: fell out with the Bishop it was at once known that there had b*en 
a difference. 
Rev. Mr. Usborne issued several letters here and In the 


United States and further proceeded without - delay to erect a Mission 
Church in the Punahou district Services have been held regularly in 
the pretty little miniature of a cathedral. There Is always a fair sized 
congregation and the music is good. The Bishop of Honolulu haa issued 
a number of proclamations re Rev. Mr. Usborne 
and 
the 
Punahou 
church. These have been to the effect that Rev. Mr. Usborne had gone 
far beyond the bounds of church regulations in rising in revolt and that 
the Chappl was irregular in every way on account, as alleged, of being- 
on ground not owned by the Anglican Church in Hawaii, through its 
trustees. 
In a short time now, the Rev. Mr. Usborne will make to the people 
here a. complete statement of his relations with the Bishop of Honolulu 
and of the trip to the Cnlted States. Rev. Mr. Usborne said yesterday 
that the American House of Bishops at Washington had treated him 
most cordially. He was given a chair In the Congress and bad access 
to all the committees of the gathering. 
In one way and another he 
placed before the ruling dignitaries the story of the church in these 
Islands and after making known his desires received every encourage- 
ment. Rev. ilr. Usborne is quite confident concerning the outcome of 
the purposes of his trip to the States, as well as the final result in the 
differences with the Bishop. 
' 


It is not in the very highest regard (officially) that Alfred Honolu- 


lu is held by the Rev. Mr. Usbome. The Rector of St. Clement's speaks 
plainly—respectfully, but clearly. 
HP declares earnestly that Bishop 


Willis has no color of authority for ruling the church In Hawaii. 
The 


Rfv. Air. Usborne asserts that no one should pay the slightest atten- 
tion to Alfred Honolulu In an official way. The Rector says the Bishop 
simply assumes power that he does not at all possess. Rev. Mr. Us- 
borne continues that Alfred Honolulu, in the exercise of rule, is exact- 
ly like a man who, as an outsider, would walk up to a military com- 
pany and begin issuing orders and expect obedience. 
The Bishop, says 


Rev. air. t'sborne, has been accepted as supreme here for BO many 
years that he has in a way established himself, but that when 
the 


situation and the facts are known, as they are soon to be presented, the 
Bishop will be utterly disregarded. 
It was only briefly that Rev. Mr. Usbornp would speak of the new 


quarrel between the First and Second Congregations of St. Andrew's 
Cathedral. He said thar the great mistake made was in having a con- 
tention over the property. He points out that in a religious affair prop- 
erty should be the last thing to be thought of by the disputants or oth- 
ers interested. Property, in church -work, should be a minor matter. 
The duties imposed upon those of the faith to spread the Gospel should 
take first place.

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BIG JAP SOLDIER 


Bnartafe DistiMi Accorded 


to a Private. 


CALLED BEFORE HIS EMPEROR 


Put Through the Manual and Set- 


ting Up Exercises - A Cere- 


mony—Man a Giant. 


(Th« subjoined la translated from 


one of the leading vernacular papers of 
Japan. It is a quaint account of an In- 
cident that opens a side view on Japan 
to the Westerner). 


The following further particulars are 


to hand as regards the soldier of gi 
gontic stature who had the honor o 
being presented to the emperor at the 
grand manoeuvre headquarter. Hi 
name is Mazumi Tamashita and he be 
longs to the Third Regiment of th 
Nagoya Field Artillery. It was abou 
March la* that Colonel Watanabe. mi 
litary attache to the emperor, was sen 
to Nagoya to inspect the soldiers be- 
longing to the Third division and in 
his report on his return there was a 
paragraph about a soldier of gigantic 
stature and enormous strength, who 
was besides moat assiduous in his ser- 
vice and exemplary in his general con- 
duct. This report had not been for- 
gotten by the emperor when his majes- 
ty on the 19th insL, at the successfnl 
conclusion of the grand manoeuvres, 
inquired of the chief military attache, 
lieutenant-General Okazawa, whether 
or not the soldier participated in tfte 
grand manoeuvres. Thereupon he was- 
hunted up in the Third regiment of the 
said field artillery, and was immediate- 
ly brought to headquarters, where he 
was made to go through arms drills 
and other forms of calisthenics, Col 
Watanabe giving orders, before a win- 
dow behind which his emperor was 
watching him. The exercises conclud- 
ed Lieu tenant-General Okazawa called 
the soldier into his room and impres- 
sively told him that nothing could 
compare to the honor which had just 
been granted In being summoned so 
near the presence of his majesty, ajid 
that therefore he should bear the occa- 
sion always in mind and att«nd to hia 
duties with all his heart as it would 
be a great calamity if he were to be 
found misbehaving himself at some fu- 
ture time when his majesty again 
might inquire about him Just at this 
moment Viscount Tanaka, the minister 
of ths imperial household, stepped into 
the room and after telling the soldier 
what a gracious regard had been 
shown him that day, added that the 
great honor attached not only to him- 
self, but also to his family, his prede- 
cessors as well as progeny, and also to 
his own regiment, and handed him a 
box of cakes, remarking that the con- 
fectionery was to have been offered 
to the emperor on the proceeding day 
bat that it was now given to him, so 
he should 'hurry back home with it and 
share the contents with bis parents. 
The soldier was overjoyed and even 
moved to tears; and while in that con- 
dition he was led away by Sergeant- 
Major Magosaburo Nakamura. PrivatB 
Yamashita enlisted in December last 
and is now twenty-two years of age. 
His muscular strength is such that hfi 
can carry a field piece on his shoulders 
and climb up mountains where horses 
are not available 
He regularly re- 


ceives two men's rations of food and 
his uniforms, etc. are specially made to 
fit him.

Popular Irritation Over the Folly. 


Legal Repression—Results of 


Careful Research. 


NEW YORK, Dec 11—A Sun cable

Popular irrita- 


tion over the folly and bigotry whicli 
are sacrificing valuable lives m the 
name of so-called Christian science, 13 
becoming very strong in this country. 
The fad is a new growth in England, 
and its votaries are few compared with 
the number 
of 
followers which 
it 


gained in America when the craze was 
at us height ten or twelve years ago 
Christian science differs scarcely at all 
in its principles and teachings from 
tne doctrines of "the peculiar people," 
a much humbler class of faith-curists, 
whose representatives frequently fig- 
ure in English police courts upon com- 
plaints of societies for the protection 
of children from cruelty. These ignor- 
ant faddists are often punished by fine 
or imprisonment for neglecting to pro- 
vide proper medical care for their 
children or others dependent 
upon 


them in case o£ illness. 


Now that Christian science is gam- 


ing n foothold among persons presum- 
ably of a higher grade of intelligence, 
and is carrying the dangers of the pos- 
session of a little knowledge to the 
point of technical manslaughter, so- 
ciety is naturally becoming exasperat- 
ed and is demanding a stern legal re- 
pression of the mischief 
Hence 1t is 


that the death of Harold Frederic has 
Mereloped into a test case against the 
leaders of the movement. 
Meantime an English investigator 


has discovered that so-called Christian 
science does not even possess the first 
merit claimed for it, namely, an origin 
in the teachings of Christ In the New 
Testament. 
Christian seience of to- 


day is, in fact, merely a revival of the 
Babylonian medical beliefs of 
3,000 


years ago. The only change of im- 
portance is that, naturally, God and 
Christ have been substituted for the 
ancient gods or spirits. The Babylon- 
ians of 3,000 years ago had a ver> 
common and -widespread belief 
that 


nature was a realm under the sway of 
two camps of spirits, one benevolent, 
the other malevolent 
According as 


one or live other prevailed, the Baby- 
lonian was well or ill 


Subsistence Department—Cooking 


British Army Rations—Pres- 


sure of Dealers 


WASHINGTON, December 13.—Com- 


missary-General Bagan of the War De- 
partment continued his testimony be- 
fore the War Investigating Committee 
today. He urged that the Subsistence 
Department should control the trans- 
portation of all its supplies and the 
furnishing of means for cooking and 
eating. He said the Secretary of War 
today approved a hill authorizing the 
Subsistence Department to build and 
furnish bake ovens, mess equipment, 
etc, which were much needed. He 
thought the QuartermasterKJenerars 
department was overburdened with du- 
ties innumerable. 


iHe pointed out thai the British army 


was not as well fed by any means as 
our own, and that ithe rations already 
provided the United States soldiers are 
satisfactory, with the possible addition 
of dried fruits. He spoke of the con- 
stant and urgent importunities, -which 
he said, sometimes amounted to perse- 
cution, that vanc-us articles of food be 
added -to the regular rations. These im- 
portunities were hacked by strong sup- 
port and heavy capital. One well- 
known Senator, whose name he with- 
held, he said, ihad proposed and in- 
sisted on the article being added, which 
he -claimed would cost only about a 
cent a ration. While this might be so, 
for the whole army its cost would 
amount, to an amazing figure. 


He said he believed beer should be 


furnished the men in such quantities 
as the commanding officer may decide 
to be beet, and in the interest of the 
men he would be willing to incur the 
hostility of the blue ribbon societies 
Referring to a complaint of the beef 
given the men, in Porto Rico at the out 
set of that campaign, General Eagan 
said the responsibility rested on other 
shoulders than his own; that he had 
purchased the beat beef, but after 
the contract was entered into and the 
beef was aboard the ships and sent 
from Newport News General Miles Sad 
telegraphed him that he could get the 
beef on the island. Consequently the 
beef he shipped remained on the ships 
except for a small amount which was 
brought back to New York and thrown 
overboard. 
The beef, of fine quality, 


was there, he said, and should have 
been taken 


"No one," toe said, "with any sense 


could hesitate to favor 
refrigerator 


beef as against native beef.' 


He said h« had now sent a refrigera- 


tor plant to San Joan. 


JReferring to the ignorance of the 


volunteer army as to rations, General 
Eagan said there should be one com- 
missary-sergeant with each regiment, 
to instruct the others as to the use and 
extent of rations.

TRADE OF HAWAII 


Report of Com. 
Kenny to 


Foreign Office. 


Handicap of British Manufactur- 


ers—Their Goods—United States.

The British Foreign Office has just 


published an exhaustive report of the 
trade of 'Hawaii viewed in the light 
of 
the annexation 
to 
the United 


States. 
The 
report 
was complied 


by Mr. Kenny, 
the 
British Act- 


ing Consul General in Honolulu. The 
total value of the import and export 
trade of the islands last year was £5,- 
127, 
370. of which £1,822,879 was the 


value of the imports and £ 3,304,491 
that of the exports. The export of 
sugar last year amounted to 232,334 
tons, all of which went to the United 
States. The share of the United States 
in the import trade was very nearly 
77 per cent., while that of Great Britain 
and her possessions was nearly 12 per 
cent., the remainder—11 per cent.— 
being distributed equally between Ger- 
many, China, 
Japan, and 
all other 


•countries. In the exports the share of 
the United States is still larger, and 
amounts to 99.62 per cent., or practi- 
cally the whole trade. Sugar forms 96 
per cent, of the total export trade of 
Hawaii. In imports, British manu- 
facturers are heavily handicapped by 
distance, heavy freights and a tari* 
varying from 10 to 25 per cent. Most 
American goods are imported free, un- 
4er the reciprocity treaty. One attrac- 
tive feature of American trade is th« 
•cheapness of the packing cases, which 
are frequently not charged for. while- 


charge for cases of English goods 


is extremely high: further, one of tb« 
ehief reasons for the transfer to the 
-United States of the trade in glassware, 
fcools, implements, woodenware, etc., is 
said to be that English manufacturers 
are slow to adopt the light styles «nd 
new shapes that are in demand in the 
: .Hawaiian market. Coal for steamer 


.tied is imported chiefly from British 
Columbia, Australia, and New Zealand. 
British cottons have declined in impor- 
tance, and appear likely to decrease 
still more, and, for various reasons— 
•cheapness and better quality—Ameri- 
can cottons are taking their place. IB 
the better class of printed goods, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kenny, the British man- 
ufacturer more than holds his own 
still, the American' competing in this 
class of goods wkh the French rather 
than the British producer. The sugar 
industry 
is prosperous and all 
the 


plantations are paying large dividends, 
mainly owing to the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States, but also to the 
enterprise and intelligence of the plan- 
ters in adopting new and improved 
methods of production and treatment.
